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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The examiner acknowledges the amendment filed 9/7/04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,14-21, 22,35-42, 43, 57-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 6,216,231, hereinafter '231. 

As per claims 1,14-21, 22,35-42, 43, 57-64, '231 teaches a protocols and policy 
for specifying constraints in a distributed system, having: a refreshing credentials entity, 
a memory, a profile collection, related information, examining a refresh policy, replacing 
a credentials, updating the profile, and repeating the actions, storing a credential 
identifier, when credential issued, recent use/ status, older time/expired, recency 
requirements, and use for subsequent sessions. See abs., fig. 2a-3e, 4a-45, summary, 
col. 7, lines 35 et seq., col. 8, col. 9, lines 42 et seq., and col. 10, lines 1 et seq., col. 11, 
lines 30 et seq. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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3. Claims 2-1 3, 23-34, 44-56 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 9/9/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant remarks that his invention utilizes a proactive refresh that 
alleviates the burdens on the system during heavy use, and are beneficial during idle 
time. These features are not elements of the claimed invention, and are therefore moot. 
The purported benefit of refreshing the credentials in a proactive manner that avoids 
unnecessary computational burdens on the system has not been claimed.

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
